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Through the National Center for Education Statistics (NCES) Common Core of Data (CCD), the U.S. 
Department of Education disseminates data on local educational agencies (LEAs), commonly known as school 
districts. During the school year (SY) 2018-19, the CCD recorded 13,711 LEAs with English learners (ELs) 
enrolled. This fact sheet looks more closely at how ELs represent a percentage of total student enrollment.

During SY 2018-19, ELs represented 10% of total student enrollment in U.S. K-12 schools.” Among the 50 
states and Washington, D.C., ELs as a percentage of a state’s student enrollment ranged from 0.8% in West 
Virginia to 19.4% in California. In nine states (California, Texas, New Mexico, Nevada, Illinois, Washington, 
Alaska, Colorado, and Massachusetts), EL enrollment exceeded the national average.
